A fter waiting for over two years, 
the city has at last obtained a rul­ 
ing from the Publie Service 
Com­ 
mission 
on the question 
of an in­ 
crease in w ater rates. M ayor Rebout 
was called to Indianapolis late yes­ 
terday afternoon for a conference 
with the commission and the order 
affecting the rates and establishing 
rules and regulations for the water 
plant here, was m ade known to him. 
The order and opinion on the 
case 1 
w as written by 
Commissioner E d­ 
w ards. 
The e#y gained about everything 
it asked in the petition for an 
in­ 
crease in rates. The original petition 
filed with the commission on M arch 
27, 19(14, or shortly after the present 
adm inistration came into power. 
The commission granted the city 
an increase of thirty-five cents per 
thousand cubic feet of water. 
The 
old rate was #1.50 per thousand and 
the new rate will he $1.85. 
The new 
rate s are effective May 15 and the 
adm inistration started work today 
preparing to put the new rate 
into 
use a t the time specified in the order. 
The commission established a slid­ 
ing scale of rates and made a min­ 
imum charge «of #1.50 per quarter. 
F or the first 
three thousand 
cubic 
feet of 
w ater 
eonusmed 
a 
rate 
of $1.85 is to be charged . 
This 
gradually grows less as the larger 
am ount of w ater is consumed. 
The 
minimum charge is a new tiling and 
means that the consum ers will have 
to pay $1.50 
every 
three 
months 
w hether they use this amount of 
w ater or not. 
The commission sustained the pe­ 
tition of F. T- Loft us 
and 
eleven 
other 
flat rate 
users, 
protesting 
against the eity .in statin g meters in 
their homes at their expense and re ­ 
quiring a deposit of the cost of the 
m eter. 
Because the city will not he 
allowed to charge for the m eters the 
minimum rate will "help 
overcome 
this loss of revenue. 
The ruling regarding' the charge 
for the m eters and the installation 
w as one of the im portant features. 
This ruling 
opens 
up 
a question 
th a t has long been contended as un­ 
fair to the consumers^ ft^ w as stated 
today th at the city would be compel­ 
led to refund, the money 
taken in 
from the met£r deposits. 
This ques­ 
tion will have to he settled hv the 
city. If the city is compelled to re­ 
fund, it will be a rather severe blow 
to the 
finances.

'Tile American Woolen Company, 


of Boston, and the Arlington Mills, 
of Lawrence, Mass., 'have announc- 
ed that they will pass to their em- 
ployees a share of their war j order 
prosperity in the shape of an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in wages. This 
will affects 25,000 operatives in the 
former and 7,000 in the latter com- 
pany. This increase (Toes not rep- 
resent all that the woolen mill op- 
eratives have gained as a result of 
the increased prosperity growing out 
of the war boom. On the first of 
the year they were granted an in- 
crease of 5 per cent. Wages in the 
textile trades are now 25 per cent 
higher than formerly. 


For the first time in its 
history 


the American Woolen Company paid 
in 1915. 1] -per cent on its $20,000,- 
000 of common stock. In 1913-14. 
under the Wight of. the Democratic 
tariff it paid regular dividend on the 
prefeiTcd stock out of surplus, its 
earnings not being sufficient. 
v 


The European war not only acted 


as a protective tariff on manufac- 
tured woolens, but our exports to 
the belligerents have increased be- 
yond all calculations., During the 
calendar year 1913 we exported 
manufacturers of wool to the value 
of $4,000,000. 
In 1014, 
with five 


months of war, they reached $12,- 
500,000, while in 1915 they reached 
the unprecedented value of $42,-
